TILLMAN SENT BACK TO SOUTH CAROLINA 
TO GET BLECTED, 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Triune 
WASHINGTON, D. G, July 19.—Two or 
three months ago the Democrats of the House 


declared that never again, if they could help 
it, should a “nigger” havea seat in the 
House of Representatives. There are two 
“nigger ” Represetatives now in Congress, 
Robert Smalls having been seated this after- 
noon. The debate which preceded this 
action was not particularly animated, except 
for the speech of Tillman, the outgoing 
Bourbon. Tillmanis® genius in his way, 
and during the last half hour he was on his 
feet as a member of the House he kept its 
members in a constan§ roar of laughter and 
applause by his quain§ remarks and illustra- 
tions. He closed by 

A VIGOROPS ATTACK 
upon his own party. ‘He said he admired 
the Republicans for one thing—they had the 
courage of their con ns, something that 
the Democrats always lacked. He com- 
plained of the manker in which he was 
treated when he was @ contestant in the For- 
ty-fifth Congress 3 Smalls. He also as- 
sured the House that he should be elected to 
the pext Congress by as fair a vote as he had 
the last time. There is no reason why 
Tillman should not be returned to 
Congress again. He now represents a 
district which had nearly 13,000’ colored Re- 
publican majority, am he was returned by a 
pretended majority of over 8,000. Under the 
new districting the district has only about 
5,000 colored majority, It would, therefore, 
in accordance with South Carolina prece- 
dents, be

When he 
announced the result on the second vote he 
remarked that he desired to be recorded on 
both votes, there having been a mistake on 
the first vote, which was 144 to 1, 
ONE LESS THAN A QUORUM. 
This explanation at.once caused an uproar. 
The Democrats charged falsification of the 
record, and objected to the recording of 
Speaker’s vote. Caswell, of Wiscousin, said 
there was a precedent for such action of the 
Speaker. Randall denied it. Caswell pro- 
duced the record and showed that Randall 
himself while Speaker had voted the next 
day after action was taken. Randall had 
evidently forgotten this, but immediately 
changed his tactics and said that 
his vote did not change the re- 
sult, nor did the vote of Keifer 
today, as no point was made that 
there was no quorum. Had such a point 
been made the Speaker would have voted, as 
he had a perfect right to do. 
CALKINS 
afterwards offered a resolution stating that, 
whereas Blackburn had charged the Clerk 
with falsifying the record, an investigating 
committee should be appointed. The propo- 
sition went over, and by a vote of 145 to 1 
the case of Smith vs. Shelley, from Alabaina, 
was taken up. When Smalls respond 
ed to his name there was loud 
applause on the 2 side 
and in the colored gallery. On the 
resolution to seat Smalls Chairman Calkins 
hesitatingly voted in the affirmative, but, 
just before the result was announced, he 
rose and said that the vote did not truly re 
resent his conscientious —— and he 
and re- 


corded in the negative, which was done. He 
was in favor of declaring the election void 
and the seat vacant.

REDUCTION OF THE TOBACCO TAX, IN SPITE 
OF THE OPPOSITION OF THE FINANCE 
COMMITTEE. | i 

Special Dispatch to The MGH Tribune 

Wasutnaton, D. C., July.19.—The Senate 
today devoted six hours of debate to the Tax 
bill. Senator Bayard supported Beck's 
amendment reducing the tax on mannfact- 
ured tobacco from 16 to 12 cents. He claimed 
that the reduction was moderate and abso- 
lutely safe, and that within two years the 
12-cent tax would yield as much revenue as 
the 16-cent tax does at present. It would 
ive relief to the people, without imperiling 
the revenue. Other Senatdrs during the 
afternoon submitted similar arguments. 

Sherman, Morrill, and Aldrich, Republican 

members of the Finance Committee, 

worked vigorously in opposition to the 
amendment. Just before a vote was 
taken Aldrich attempted to frighten the 

Senate into the defeat of the amendment b 

submitting an array of figures to show that 

the result of the proposed reduction would be 
A DEFICIT IN THE REVENUES 
of the Government this year, Assuming that 
the Tax bill, as agreed upon by the Repub- 
lican caucus, should become a law, and, tak- 
ing the estimates of the Treasury Depart- 
ment, he said that the total revenues for the 
year would be about 8387, 000,000. The ap- 

3 thus far outlined would 

8318,000, 000. Hence§f there would 
be less than $50,000,000 surplus, and 
of that amount the sinking fund would re- 
quire about $45,000,000, But the Navy bill 
and the Sundry ivil bill would be increased 
by the Senate, and the result would be that, 
in case the Lax bill as it stands should be 
passed, the Government would scarcely have 
enough money this year to meet the require- 
ments of the sinking fund. Aldrich declared 

the increase of the appropriations this 
year over those of last year was over $20,000,- 

000, in addition to the increase of pensions 

appropriations amounting to $40,000,000. The 

total increase would be :

OLNEY, III., July 19.—The Democratic Con- 
gressional Convention for the Sixteenth Dis- 
trict convened today in the handsome and 
enterprising City of Olney, the citizens of 
which had made unusual preparations for 
the entertainment and comfort of their visit- 
ors. For various reasons the contest for the 

Congressional nomination in this district has 

awakened widespread interest among the 

bréthren of the Demoeratie faith, and this 

conveution attracted the attendance of a 

large number of well known Bourbon bosses 


from the Suuthern part of the State. Among 
them were such men as Gen. Lewis B. Par- 
sons, of Flora, the alleged great organizer, 
whose mismanagement of the last State 
campaign still o¢casions profanity when men- 
tioned to Democratic ears; Bob Wilbanks, 
of Jefferson; Bob Ross, of Fayette; Dick 
Burns, of Clay; and Louis Starkel, of St. 
Clair—all candidates for the Clerkship of the 
Appellate Court at Mount Vernon; W. C. 
Jones, of Crawford, the boy Judge; Tom 
S. Casey, of Jefferson; Judge Potts, of Law- 
rence; “Uncle” John Briscoe, of Clark; 
John Landrigan, of Edwards; Jack Revell, 
of Crawford; Jake Chance, of Mount Ver- 
non; Dr. William Friend, of Wabash; Dr. 
Garrard, of Lawrenceville, and many others 
of lesser note. 

As a result of the new apportionment no 
member of the present Congress resides in 
this district, which was constructed out of 
portions of three old ones. As now consti- 
tuted the Sixteenth District includes Clay 
County, from Sparks’ present district; Cum- 
berland, Clark, Jasper, Crawford, and Law- 
rence, from Moulton's present district; and 
Richland, Wayne, Edwards, and Wabash, 
from Townshend’s present district. It has a 
Demoeratic plurality of 1,400, which makes 
it safe enough for that party with a strong 
candidate, but gives the Republicans a good 
chance if an objectionable man should be 
nominated. 

In this canvass seven of the ten counties 
brought forward candidates, and it was evi- 
dent from the first that the contest would be 
a bitter and protracted one. The Democrats 
are not without good Congressional timber 
in this district, although this would not be a 
fair supposition when such men as Ryan, of 
Cumberland, and Ed Harlan, of Clark, are 
seriously considered as candidates.

The Scioto Disaster. 

WreeEtine, W. Va., July 19.—The testi- 
mony today in the Scioto investigation was 
the most important for several days. Capt. 
Thad Thomas, master of the Scioto, was on 
the stand all day, and his evidence was the 
most intelligent and coherent yet given. He 
showed conclusively how ridiculous some of 
the testimony has been in regard to the time 


between the whistles, which some of the 


witnesses made as much as two minutes, 
and most of them a minute and a half. 
The Captain showed if the greatest distance 
claimed intervened between the boats at the 
first signal, only W seconds intervened be- 
tween thesignal and collision, and that the 
whistle of the Scioto could not be half a min- 
ute after the Lomas’.

Death of William Long, of Toronto, 
Who Was So Horribly Beaten the 
12th of July.

at the mercy of his cowardly assailants. 

There the whole four beat and kicked him 

in such a manner that he was bruised from 

head to foot. The lad’s mother awoke and 
came to the back door during the affair and 
heard her son say, That will do, boys; you 
have done for me,” and, as she moved toward 
the murderous crew, she heard one of them 
say, Let's go back and finish him“; but it 
seeined as if the others had 
wearied themselves in the work.

A Diocese 1,200 Miles Square. 
Sperial Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MONTREAL, July 19.—The Bishop of 
Moosonie, whose residence is at Moose Fac- 
tory, on the shores of Hudson Bay, ‘has 
arrived here from England after an absence 
of eighteen months. While in England he 
succeeded in raising $40,000 towards extend- 
ing missions to the natives of his diocese, 
which is 1,200 miles long and the same num- 
ber of miles broad. ‘There are four great 
tribes of Indians in the territory, spiritually 
presided over by the Bishop, and these peo- 
ple have made considerable advances under 
the teachings of missionaries of the Church 
of England in civilization and Christianity. 
The venerable Bishop has been thirty years 
inthe Hudson Bay territory, ac as a 
missionary at first, and for several years 
lately in the higher dignity of overseer of the 
work ofa number of faithful missionaries 
under him. The difficulty of getting to his 
episcopal seat will be understood when it is 
stated that 500 miles of the latter part of the 
— — must be made in a canoe. The iso- 
ation from all means of communication is 
so great that a mail from Canada and the out- 
side world generally only reaches settle- 
ment three times a year. One ship per an- 
num arrives at Moose Factery from Liver- 
pool with supplies for the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany’s stations.

Discovery of a Sally-Port in the Old 
City Wali of Montreal.

MONTREAL, July 19.—For some time there 
have been men at work digging for the foun- 
dations of the extension of the Pacific syndi- 
cate’s office, which will run back from the 
French square to Fortification lane. In this 
work there has been discovered the remains 
ofan old arch or tunnel. It is about nine 
feet high, but the top is only a foot or two 
ubove the present level of the lane, to which 
it runs at right angles.

R. C. Lipman, Secretary of 
Numismatic and Antiquarian Society, sa 
the arch is the old sally-port of the city wall, 
and further inquiries tend to contirm the be- 
lief. The spot where this sally.port has been 
discovered is oneof historic interest. It was 
13 above this spot that a Governor of

Ir would appear that the prosecution in the 
star-route cases gained an important point 
yesterday in the deciaration by Judge Wylie 
in substance that the Government had made 
out a prima-facie case of conspiracy against 
the defendants, and that the case wili have 
to be @ibmitted to the jury. This announce- 
ment Was a great surprise to the counsel for 
the defense, who have latterly assumed that 
the Government had wholly failed to make 
out a case, and that it would not be neces- 
sary for the defense to introduce any 
testimony. A month ago Judge Wylie 
ruled out the testimony of Rerdell on 
the ground that the prosecution had 
not then’ succeeded in establishing proof 
tending to show a conspiracy to defraud 
the Government; but it is supposed 
that under the ruling of yesterday the testi- 
mony of Rerdell and of others who can throw 
much light on the doings of the star-route 
crowd will now be admitted. At all events 
there is encouragement to believe that the 
Government's case is not so entirely a fail- 
ure as it had recently been thought to be. 


Tue war of rates that raged so fiercely be- 
tween the great trunk lines of railway dur- 
ing the past year is now in progress between 
some coal roads in Ohio. Hitherto the 
Hocking Valley Bailway Company has en- 
joyed a practical monopoly of the coal traffic 
from the region for which it is named. But 
of late the Ohio Central has come into the 
field, and has seriously reduced the rates of 
freight on coal to several large competing 
points. The war is to be further stimulated 
and embittered (as a Columbus correspond- 
ent informs us). by the Baltimore & Onio 
Road, now on the border of the coalfields 
extending its lines down into the very heart 
of it. The vast rolling-stock of the Baltimore 
& Ohio Road will make it a more serious 
competitor to the Hocking Valley Road than 
the Ohio Central can be, as at present organ- 
ized. Meanwhile the outside world bas 
nothing todo but enjoy the fight and wait 
with patience for the cheaper coal that will 
certainly come to consumers. 


THE WHEAT MARKET. 

There were some indications yesterday 
that the wheat bears have. possibly overdone 
the situation, and oversold themselves. For 
twoor three days they had it all their own 
way. Gathering confidence from the fact 
that the receipts here and at other points 
were unusually large, they fairly “jumped 
on the market,” selling it down at arate 
which must have been fearful to the holders 
of the grain. Yesterday morning they en- 
tered the arena feeling like the man in the 
restaurant, who devoured the morsel of 
meat set before him, and then remarked: 
That's what I want. Bring me some of 
it.” But they found, like the dining wit, 
that they had had all there wag of it. The 
posting of the inspection list about 11 o’clock 
showed only 255 car-loads of winter wheat 
received, against 414 the previous day and 
over 450 on Monday. Then they looked 
blank, and many of them tried to hedge.” 
The result was a firmer market, which would 
probably have been much stronger but for 
the hope of better things today. 

The present price of wheat is not high, 
considering its quality and the demand for 
the article. The European news indicates 
that the weather on the other side of the At- 
lantic has been so persistently bad that a de- 
ficient yield of wheat is now counted on, 
rendering it almost certain that more of our 
surplus will be wanted abroad than in any 
former year. Thereis plenty of wheat in 
the United States for us and for the foreign- 
ers too. No danger of scarcity, and no rea- 
son for high prices. But neither is there any 
good reason why a really splendid article of 
wheat, such as is that of the current crop, 
should be sold for next to nothing. The 
speculators who have been selling the prop- 
erty of the farmer without first obtaining his 
permission may perhaps find that such can- 
sent is necessary to the delivery of the prop- 
erty, and that they cannot obtain that con- 
sent, after the fact, without paying for the 
privilege of having voluntarily bossed the 
job of selling the wheat crop. 


MRS. ABRAHAM COLN. 

Mrs. Abraham Lincoln wis buried yester- 
day. Her remains were put in the crypt of 
the Lincoln monument by the side of her 
husband. The funeral services were simple 
and impressive. it wasthe.special desire of 
Mrs. Lincoln that no sermon should be 
preached over her. The preacher was 
content, therefore, ta say much of her family 
and little of herself. It was well known at 
the time, and has since been the subject of 
frequent remark, that the Todds thought 
Mary was making a poor match when she 
married Abraham Lincoln. She “threw 
herself away,” as the shying is. He was a 
completely homely man, not only in feature, 
but in character. Modest, unassuming, and 
thoroughly unpretentious, he was not, the 
villagers thought, a person at all likely to 
get onin the world. Then he had no family 
to speak of, and family“ was more thought 
of in those days in Central Illinois than it is 
now. The Todds and the Edwardses had 
family, and were proud of it. 

But Mary Todd was wiser than those who 
advised her, and she married Abraham Lin- 
coln. She saw him mount steadily upwards 
without apparent effort on his own part. His 
expressions of distrust and diffidence were 
indeed so common that she may have doubted 
at times whether he thoroughly merited the 
advancement he received. But he was made 
Congressman, and candidate for Senator, 
then President. He became even more than 
President—the Commander-in-Chief of the 
greatest army the world has ever known. 
And he bore all his honors meekly. The 
wonderful speeches that fell from his lips, 
the quaint sayings tinctured with fine worid- 
ly wisdom, the funny stories that. were told 
too often to hide the deeper griefs of his life, 
endeared bim to the common people, and 
made him the idol of their affections. No 
man before, and no man sinee, has enjoyed 
the favor of that class in the same degree. 

Mrs. Lincoln shared her husband’s honors, 
but perhaps not all his sorrows. His was 
too chivalric a nature to make her fully a 
confidant in all his publie cares. It may be 
doubted whether he was ever a very great 
man in her eyes. She perhaps never over- 
came the habit of her life in this respect. 
But according to her lights she was a good 
wife to him. She watched over him ten- 
derly. She was assiduous in her atten 
upon him. She gloried in his station 
position he had gained both for her an 
himself. She loved him devotedly, and fhe 
mistakes she made came from an excess of 
watchfulness over him, and a feeling par- 
donable, though misguided, that her judg- 
ment as to what was good for him was better 
than his own. 

The assasination of Mr. Lincoln was a ter- 
rible blow to his wife. She never fully re- 
covered from the effects of it. Thereafter 
she testified her for his memory

veneration 
as few wives had done before, The sudden- 


ness of the blow made it more terrible. If 
she had seen him pass peacefully away after 
a long life of usefulness she might more 
easily have borne it. But to see him cut off 
so in the very prime of his life and the 
meridian of his fame was for her a cruel 
affliction. She was thrust into the world to 
care for herself without 3 moment’s warn- 
ing, and exchanged the station of the first | 
lady in the land in a day for a lonely and 
neglected widowhood. The world knows 
how she suffered, and how her mind at times 
was clouded, but it can never know how

that followed his death. Part of the love 
and gratitude the Nation owes her husband 
will be bestowed upon her; and, while it 
cannot be said that death is for her anything 
buta relief from pain, sorrow for her mis- 
fortunes will be everywhere felt.

THE NEW PARTY IN ILLINOIS. 

Though there are but two State officers to 
be elected this fall, the fact that there has 
been a new districting of the State for Con- 
gress and for the Legislature, atid that a new 
Senator of the United States has te be 
elected by the Legislature next winter fo 
succeed Judge Davis, gives some degree of 
interest to the political campaign in Lilinois 
this year. Indirectly the liquor question 
has become of more than ordinary interest, 
In Ohio the Legislature early this year 
passed a law imposing, in lieu of a license 
fee for the sale of liquors, a tax on its sale. 
but the courts have since then declared that, 
as the State Constitution prohibitea the 
granting of licenses to sell liquors in the 
State, the law authorizing the sale of liquor 
upon payment of an annual tax was 
practically another form of license, and 
was therefore void. The same Legislature 
passed a law providing for a strict closing 
of saloons on Sundays, and generally for 
a rigid observation of the Sunday. At the 
same time the Legislature of Indiana sub- 
mitted to a vote of the people of that State 
an amendment to the Constitution prohibit- 
ing the sale and manufacture for sale of in- 
toxicating drinks in that State. This amend- 
ment is to be voted on this fall. in lowaa 
similar amendment to the Constitution of 
that State has been adopted, and in 
Kansas ‘a like amendment was voted 
on affirmatively by the people last 
year. These elections have had the ef- 
fect to give the prohibition issue more or less 
prominence this year, and though no ques- 
tion is now pending in this State or in Ohio 
there are persons who are laboring vigor- 
ously to force one upon the people indirectly, 
with a view of inducing the anti-prohivition 
members of the Republican party to transfer 
their support to the Democratic party 
and its candidates, State, Legislative, 
Congressional, and local. In fact, by a coali- 
tion between the liquor-dealers’ organizations 
and the Democratic party, the hope is enter- 
tained that several Republiean Congressional 
districts may be carried by Democrats; that a 
Democratic Legislature may be elected, and 


to the United States Senate, and that various 
Democrats may be elected Sheriffs, Treas- 
urers, Clerks, etc., in Republican districts, 

From a very comprehensive. and careful 
review of the political situation in Llinois, 
prepared in the centre of the State, and 
published in the Cincinnati Commercial, we 
take the following reference to the bearing 
this liquor question is likely to have on the 
general result. Noticing the general discus- 
sions in this and other States on the anti- 
license question, the writer says: 


In these fights the anti-license element has 
certainly been gain ground, and there are 
now counties in the State whercin the sale of 
liquor is entirely stopped. A list of the anti- 
license counties of the State, which are coun- 
ties in which the anti-license policy prevails, 
toa greateror lesser extent, shows a majority 
of them to be Democratic counties, a fact 
which has caused no little marvei. In fact, 
the Democrats are about as much alarmed at 
the outiook as the Republicaus, and at the 
pinch of becoming the free-whisky, no-Sunday 
party, the older men shake their heads. You 
may ~~ for your paper if you wis.“ said 
Gen. cCilernand, at Springfield, the other 
day to your correspondent * if the Repub- 
licans take up the temperance fight ina modi- 
fled form, yet so that it will drive all the for- 
eigners into the Democratic party, and the 
moral element of the Democracy into the Re- 
publican ranks, that there will arise a race 
prejudice against the foreigners congregated 
in the one party that may result in great injury 
and disgrace to our institutions.” A member of 
the Democratic State Central Committee said to 
your correspondent that he was tired of having 
the Democracy called the “ gin-mili party,” and 
was opposed to the Democrats deciaring, as 
usual, in their platform against sumptuary leg- 
islation, unless the liquor men would come in 
and heip them. 


This is hardly as strong a presentation of 
the Democratic situation as the facts justify. 
There are thousands of persons who are op- 
pose@ to prohibitory temperance laws and to 
restrictive Sunday laws who are temperance 
men in their personal lives, and who are 
strictly church members in their professions 
and practice, Who, while they will vote for 
no coercive temperance laws and for no 
Sabbatarian legislation, will not be classed 
as members of a free-whisky-and-no-Sun- 
day“ party. While protesting against the 
extremists on the one side they will not con- 
sent to be made extremists on the other. 
These people are to befoundin large num- 
bersin both political parties. The Repub- 
licans of the State of Lilinois have ina for- 
mal manner and by an almost unanimous 
vote refused to make aprohibitory liquor 
law a part of their doctrine, but have left all 
Republicans free to vote their personal senti- 
ments on this question as they may think fit 
to do. 

It is not proposed to allow the Democratic 
party the like freedom of action and thought. 
The exigencies of that party are of a more 
pressing nature, The Democratic party has 
many men of ability and standing whose 
friends, in case of a Democratic majority in 
the Legislature, might well present them as 
candidates for the Senate. Judge Davis, Sen- 
ator Trumbull, Gov. Palmer, or some one of 
various other gentlemen, would, in the case 
of an ordinary Democratic victory, probably 
be chosen for election to the Senate. But 
this is not what Mayor Harrison desires. He 
proposes that the Democratic party of Illinois 
shall sink its identity, shall make a eoali- 
tion with the Liquor-Dealers' Associa- 
tion, and pledge itself to vote against 
all laws restricting and regulating the 
sale of liquor, or increasing the 
rates of licenses; and shall narrow its mem- 
bership to those who espouse the liquor and 
the anti-Sunday cause; that, in fact, it con- 
solidate with and become one with the 
liquor-dealers’ party, whose State Coniven- 
tion is shortly to be held. His interests de- 
mand that the Democratic party of Illinois 
shall ignore all men of temperate habits or 
who consider an observance of Sunday a 
respectable practice, and practically vote 
itself to. be an anti-Sunday and a free- 
whisky” party. This organization he pro- 
poses, assuming that it can control all the 
Democratic votes of the State, shall offer as 
prizes the election of several Liberal“ Con- 
gressmen, several Sheriffs, County Treasur- 
ers, and fill the Legislature with men enough 


| to control all legislation, and elect Carter II. 


Harrison to succeed Judge Davis in the Sen- 
ate. His own fidelity to this anti-Sunday- 
and-free-whisky party is evidenced by nis 
government of the City of Chicago.

Sunday; and the great majority of Demo- 
eratic counties in Illinois which have“ voted 
for no license“ object to being compelled to 
support Harrison’s saloon-free-whisky-and- 
anti-Sunday party under the lead of the 
liquor-dealers’ organization. 

The friends of personal liberty in Illinois 
will find that their protection against adverse 
legislation is not to be found in withdrawing 
from the Kepublican party and forming an- 
other party hostile to ail others, but is to be 
found in friendship ahd unison with the 
great majority of their fellow-citizens who 
are opposed to all legislationof an extreme 
and fanatical character. 


A DIFFERENCE OF TEN CENTS. 

There is a somewhat remarkable contest 
now pending before the people of Tennes- 
see. The State owes an outstanding bonded 
indebtedness of about $26,000,000, several 
years’ interest not counted. Two years ago 
the State Legislature passed a law for re- 
funding this debt with new bonds at the 
rate of 100 cents, with 8 per cent interest. 
Unfortunately, the Supreme Court was com- 
pelled to set the law aside as unconstitu- 
tional for some reason. ‘The settlement was 
honest, courageous, and honorable to the 
State. The State Convention of the Demo- 
cratic party, after a long contention, adopted 
a pledge of paying the debt with new bonds 
at the rate of 50 cents on the dollar, with 
3 per cent interest, and they nominated Col. 
Bate for Governor on that issue. A portion 
of the party, however, denouncing this as 
“* repudiation,” proposed to pay the debt at 
60 cents on the dollar, with 6 per cent inter- 
est, and nominated Col. Fussell for Governor. 
On this difference the Tennessee Democracy 
have gone to pieces, and are now engaged in 
a faction war. There is a Republican Con- 
vention which hasa debt platform of its own, 
and the Greenback candidate for Governor 
is charged with the most vidlent form of re- 
pudiation because he denies the “ immortali- 
ty of the soul,“ which is considered in Ten- 
nessee equivalent to a declaration that there 
is no payment hereafter. The prospect now 
is that Col. Hawkins, the present Republican 
Governor, will be reélected, and it is so 
grievous a one that the Democratic Louis- 
ville Courier-Journal thus deplores that 
such a calamity should result from a mere 
division of Democrats on a question of 10 
cents“ honesty. It says: 

As a matter of public credit, Tennessee will be

THE EVILS OF 9 PATRON- 
AG 


The citadel! of the spoils system is the two 
Houses of Congress. Civil-service reformers 
may seek for it in other places, but they will 
find it nowhere else. Members of Congress 
may themselves prate about reform in the 
departments, and censure the Executive for 
abuses of the appointing power; but if they 
will be bold and honest they will at last 
trace the pollution of the service to its sources 
in their own midst. Congressional patronage 
is the chief obstacle to civil-service reform. 
The constant pressure of Congressmen for 
places for their constituents and friends 
causes vacancies to be made that otherwise 
would not be made; turns worthy persons 
out of office and ‘puts unworthy per- 
sons in; neediesly increases the num- 
ber of offices and attaches the max- 
imum of pay to the minimum of work. 
These causes react upon each other. By so 
much as the public offices are more desirable 
than private employment.in point of hours, 
or pay, or responsibility, the pressure to ob- 
tain preferment of this kind becomes greater, 
and Congressmen are harassed by importuni- 
ties for places. It is a mistake to say that the 
Executive Department rejoices and takes de- 
light in the spoils system. It has be@n an 
annoyance to all the Presidents we have had 
since 1860. The difficulty of meeting the de- 
mands of Congressmen, the certainty that 
two to ten men will be dissatisfied by every 
appointment made for one that is satisfied, 
the demoralization of the public service 
arising from frequent changes—all combine 
to make the Executive at heart a civil-service 
reformer. From Lincoln to Garfield there has 
not been a President of the United States 
(duly elected as such) whe would not have 
rejoiced if the great ruck of minor appoint- 
ments—those involving no responsibilities of 
administration—had been practically made 
for them by examining boards. 

The condition of the civil service in Great 
Britain fifty years ago was hearly what that 
| Of the United States nowis, Parliamentary 


| patronage was as great au evil as Congres- 


sional patronage is. The subject has been 
little understood in the United States; but 
the closeness of the parallel is established in 
Mr. Dorman,B. Eaton’s admirable book on 
The Civil Service in Great Britain.“

The filling up of the departments at Wash- 
ington with “‘supernumeraries and incom- 
petents”’ is still more notorious. There are 
so many clerks in the departments that they 
cannot be employed more than four or five 
hours a day. The same work would be done 
by a private business firm with two-thirds 
or possibly one-half the force now employed. 
Clerks can be had by the hundred thousand 
to do the work of those now in Washington 
for twice as many hours per diem and at 
two-thirds of their pay. 

But Congressmen themselves are the great- 
est sufferers by the spoils system, ‘They 
make more enemies by the appointments 
they fail to obtain than they make friends by 
those they get. Such favors as they extort 
from the President involve an enormous sac- 
rifice of self-respect. The system destroys 
their independence ang impairs their useful- 
ness. It compels members to consume time 
that ought to be valuable in haunting the de- 
partments and writing letters to their con- 
stituents, while the public business is 
neglected, It is for the interest of all self- 
respecting members of Congress who are not 
afraid to stand on their own merits that the 
system should be reformed. When they 
begin to realize this, and to admit, first, that 
the chief seat of the evil is in the two Houses 
of Congress, and, secondly, that patronage is 
more of an injury than an aid to members, 
there will be a prospect of reformatory legis- 
lation.

A FASHION WORTH IMITATING. 

Among the almost innumerable companies 
and guilds in England are many worthy of 
American imitation, and none more so than 
the Cooks’ Company, which has just held its 
competitive examination in London. It has 
been the habit of this excellent company for 
several years past to select girls from the va- 
rious schools and pay the cost of their in- 
struction in practical cookery at the national 
school established for the purpose at South 
Kensington. It was a hoticeable feature of 
this examination that girls were not allowed 
to cook what they could cook best or what 
they had atalent in cooking, but the dishes 
were assigned to them by lot, so that no one 
knew before she stood before the stove what 
she was to prepare. The dishes which took 
the prizes will ‘show the practical nature of 
the instruction. Alice Stuttle carried off tha 
first prize for bacon and beans, which will 
undoubtedly create a demand for her serv- 
ices in Boston, though the Hub prefers pork 
to bacon as the crowning glory of its Sunday 
bean-pots. Amy Bass carried off the second 
prize for broiled macgerel and lentil soup; 
and Annie Styring for fried soles, beefsteak 
pudding, and pancakes. 

The practical nature of this cookery is 
what commends it so favorably in this coun- 
try. We have not been without teachers of 
cookery, but they have generally been peri- 
patetic professors,staying a few days in a place 
and giving instruction in the preparation of 
fancy dishes and in the cookmg of food not to 
the manner born. It is not long since one of 
these professors lectured in Chicago and 
waxed very eloquent over the best style of 
cooking shad, roe, bluefish, flounders, soft- 
shell clams, and vegetabies and fruits, none 
of which can be procured here in a condition 
fit to be cooked, while the remainder of the 
dishes were indigestible compounds of 
the fancy variety with French names, 
which ought never to be cooked 
at all. What is wanted first of all 
in this country is an expert who 
ean teach girls to cook the substantials 
which enter into everyday eating. They 
need to be taught how to bake bread, boil 
potatoes, roast beef and mutton, bake beans, 
make coffee and tea, and then how best to 
prepare the various kinds of food which are 
peculiar to their own locality. It is a great 
deal more important for a Chicago girl to 
know how to cook a whitefish than a blue- 
fish and a prairie chicken than a woodcock, 
because we have the whitefish and the prairie 
chicken with us always; and the same rule 
applies to the corn-dodger and the hoe-cake, 
which are ambrosial if prepared with intelli- 
gence and understanding. 

It is one of the most incomprehensible 
failings of human nature that in this coun- 
try, which has the best food in the world and 
in greatest variety, the cook-book is less con- 
suited than in any other, and a good cook is 
ararity. It is one of the happy dispensations 
of Nature that we must all eat, and it is cer- 
tainly cheaper to eat food properly prepared 
than food spoiled by ignorance. Well- 
cooked food is indispensable to good health 
and to domestic happiness, and yet we go 
rushing into dyspepsia and suffer household 
brawls which might be avoided by consid- 
erate and judicious cooking. Here and there 
a good cook may be found, but they are so 
scarce that they command fabulous salaries, 
and grow so arrogant that they must be 
patronized or off they go when least expected. 
Of course much of this is due to the igno- 
rance of mistresses. Girls nowadays learn 
nearly everything but cooking. They can 
play pianos, paint china cups, dress stylish- 
ly, talk esthetically, rave over and dote upon 
all kinds of useless frippery, but are 
of no more use in providing for and com- 
manding a cook than a babe in long-clothes. 
When they come to the helm of a house they 
find they don’t know how to steer it, and so 
the craft drifts about at the mercy of the 
kitchen, flouniering about hopelesly among 
domestic storms, 

Much of this might be remedied by the 
establishment of cooking-schools on some 
sensible plan like that in London. The 
young girls who enjoy the advantages of the 
Cooks’ Company are going out into the world 
as wives and mothers to take charge of a 
home, They will be thoroughly prepared in 
one of the first requisits of domestic content 
and happiness. A woman may be as learned 
as Aspasia and as beautiful as Helen, but if 
she does not know cooking, so that she can be 
sure of the integrity of every dish prepared 
by her cooks—if she allows watery potatoes, 
and soggy bread, and burned meat, and mud- 
dy coffee to go upon the table—it is only a 
question of time now soon her house will be 


filled with sickness, with extravagance, with |

make a revolution in domestic affairs. High- 
priced kitehen tyrants would be less breezy. 
Dyspepsia would disappear, and with it much 
of the trouble and nearly all of tne impiety 
that now exists,for itis morally impossible 
that a man who is the victim of a bad cook 
and an ignorant wife can ever be a happy 
man ora true Christian. Homes would be 
happier, and husbands would be more at 
home, for there would be less temptation to 
run off to clubs. The reform must commence 
at the very foundation. What is wanted is a 
good plain cook, not French or Italian pro- 
fessionals, whose stuff is not fit to eat, how- 
ever elegant it may appear, and corporations 
as well as individuals might well 
look into the matter. Railroad com- 
panies especially are largely respon- 
sible for the bad cookeryin this country. 
They accustom people to eat ina hurry, ang 
to eat the very worst of food, whereas they 
ought to stipulate that every man who opens 
a railroad eating-house should set a good 


table: It would be an ald to true religion if 


the ministers now and then would devote a 
sermon to cookery. Man must eat, and he 
ought to eat so as to be noui.shed, If heis 
not, all that is vile comes out in him. 

THE DEADLY TOY PISTOL. 

There have been sixteen deaths in Cook 
County since the Fourth of July from lock- 
jaw resulting from wounds inflicted by toy 
pistols. A large number of deaths from the 
same cause have occurred in other parts of 
the country. It is probably within bounds to 
estimate the whole number for the United 
States since the Fourth at 200, This is a 
costly sacrifice to offer up to the tutelary 
deity of National independence. It is espe- 
cially distressing because it is unnecessary. 
The toy pistol is by no means essential to the 
proper celebration of the Fourth. Many Na- 
tional anniversaries have been observed with- 
out it; and we fancy that if it had never 
been invented or come into the possession 
of the small boy the expression of National 
exultation and gratitude on the last holiday 
would have been not less, but more decor- 
ous, than it was. 

The frenzy for making a noise on the 
Fourth long ago changed the National birth- 
day intoa National nuisance. If anything 
could dispose a nation to wish that it never 
had been born the antics of the small boy and 
his aiders and abettors on Independence-Day 
should have that effect. The United States 
would be as strong and as powerful, as much 
beloved by other nations, and as well deserv- 
ing of the affections of its own people if, like 
Topsy, it never had been born, but had 
just growed.“ And this phrase happens 
to describe the development of the Nation 


more accurately than the common idea 


which is perpetuated in the celebration of 
the Fourth, ; 

There are two kinds of toy pistois. One 
uses a small cartridge charged with pure 
rifle powder, and similar in all respects, 
except size, to the ordinary pistol cartridge. 
The other explodes a detonating wafer 
charged with a fulminating compound. The 
latter is supposed to be the dangerous 
weapon. The fulminate of mercury with 
which the wafer is charged is known to be a 
nerve-poison when taken into the circula- 
tion. It can be administered internally with- 
out serious danger. But if it passes into the 
system from the outside through an abrasion 
or cut, it will almost surely produce lock- 
jaw, and ultimately cause death. The toy 
pistols are clumsy instruments. The wafers 
seldom explode promptly, and, even when 
they do, throw off sparks and fragments that 
may break the skin of the pistol-hand. If 
through these wounds the fulminate of mer- 
cury gets into the blood, lockjaw is a 
natural result. 

This is the best explanation of the many 
deaths indirectly caused by the toy pistol 
that we have been able to find. Whether it 
is the correct one or not, parents will bé wise 
to keep that dangerous toy, without refer- 
ence to its constraction or the manner in 
which itis charged, away: from their chil- 
dren. The world will get on as prosperousiy 
and peaceably as ever if the toy pistoi shall 
be wholL.y suppressed and its sale forbidden 
by law. The prohibition of the saleof all ex- 
plosive compounds to minors on the Fourth 
or any other day would be a still more use- 
ful regulation. If the toy pistol should ac- 
complish this it might be forgiven some of 
the price which the people of the United 
States have had to pay for their experience 
of it.

MASS-MEETING OF WORKINGMEN.

New York, July 19.—A mass-meeting 
called by the Centrai Labor Union to express 
sympathy for the striking freight-handlers 
was held on the plazain Union Square this 
evening. The speaking was in English, 
Italian, German, and Hebrew.

oly in all its forms, and to establish 4 purer form 
of government based upon the rights of jabor 
and its emancipation from all grades cor- 
porate and political tyranay. 

CONKLING DENOUNCED. 

J. . ire, of the Carpenters’ and 
Joiners’ Union, said the great strike five 
years ago taught the country such a lesson 
as it never learned before: labor 
must be recognized, that it 
must paid adequate compensa- 
tion.

THE KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 
Lecture by C. NK. Litehman, of Massa- 


' echusetts. 
Charles H. Litchman, of Marblehead, Mass., 


addressed a large audience at Fairbank Hall 
last evening, his subject being The Mission of 
the Knights of.Labor.” 

Mr. Litchman is in the employ of the order as 
a lecturer, and is an eloquent and forcible 
speaker, and toon as the basis for his remarks 
the preamble of the organization setting forth 
its objects and aims.

ON ’CHANGE. 


Quite an Active Business in Grain, 
but Provisions Less Act- 
ivo. 


Prices Were Again Unsettled, but 
with Less Excitement than 
on “Tuesday. 


Provisions Less Active and a Trifle 
Easier. 


There was a littie less doing on "Change yes- 
terday, though the grain markets were really 
active, and there wasa moderate volume of 
trading in provisions. Prices were unsettied 
and unsteady, but. there was a little reactio 
from previous weakness, and the tone of the 
markets was a comparatively steady one. A 
little disposition to sell the markets down still 
further was exhibited at the opening ef trading, 
and prices in wheat and pork fell off to a con- 
siderable extent, while corn looked weak. But 
the decline there was arrested by the under- 
standing that there were shipping orders in 
hand for more than was likely to come 
in, and the news that the weather in the coun- 
try continued cool, though clear, revived fears 
for the maturing of the next crop. About 11 
o'clock the idspection-list was posted, showing 
that there was a material falling off in the re- 
ceipts of grain, especially in wheat and oats, 
and then prices turned up. They ruled compara- 
tively firm until about half an hour before the 
close of Change, with buying orders from out- 
side, and then feli off slowly as the local buyers 
again obtained the ascendency, some of them 
closing rather weak. There were no special 
features in the trading as compared with 
the excitement of the past two or three 
days. The lower price for wheat attracted 
some export orders, and it was stated that about 
200,000 bushels had been taken the previous day 
and yesterday morning for export to Europe, 
while several other parties telegraphed ques- 
mons with regard to the price at which wheat 
could be forwarded. There were other tele- 
grams in from country holders of wheat order- 
ing receivers here to stop sell for future de- 
livery at the reduced price, and this caused a 
turn in the sentiment. The bears for two or 
three days previously had been mS

as if they thought it would never stop on its 
downwa course until it had touched 75 or 80 
cents a busbel, and the moment the situation 
turned witha prospect that the owners of the 
property would not sell it at their prices, a 
sufficient number of them became nervous 
— to want to fill in, and there were several 
round biocks bougbtin on account of short sales 
made earlier in the week. 

The market for spring wheat was nominally a 
little firmer for this month, but easier for next. 
A few settiements for July spring were 
made at $1.27, and one or two 
at a half a cent above and a 
hulf a cent below that figure, which was re- 
garded as a pretty high price with cash No. 2 red 
winter selling at $1.06% to $LU7\, the usual 
price of the day being $1.07. 

The shipping demand for corn seemed to be a 
little in excess of the offerings, and rejected was 
a good deal stronger, while there was some talk 
about a shortage of several millions for July, 
which might cause trouble to the shorts if the 
rather severe falling off in receipts of yesterday 
be continued through to the end ot the month. 
The principal point outside of thisin corn was an 
increase of about two cents in the ‘price for 
seller the year, that being based upon the in- 
creasing fear that a large part of the corn crop 
will not mature with this kind of weather. Sep- 
tember was ulso relatively firmer, seliing from 
one-fourth of a cent discount from August 
early to a shade of premium later. The oats 
market was stronger on futures in sympathy 
with corn, but there was a little falling off in the 
demand for spot, and gome people think that the 
July deal is much more nearly settled than 
claimed by the longs. The general market was 
steady. : 

PROVISIONS WERE RATHER LESS ACTIVE, 
and were beared during the morning with some 
talk about more yellow-fever inthe South. But 
the reports ot that were not heard until after 
the market turned don, and there was some 
reason to think that the point was assigned asa 
reason for the break rather than forming 
cause of it.

AN ALLEGED’ FORGERY. . 


Did the Late Peter MacFarlane Sign 
the Note? 

Very many readers of Tuk TRIBUNE no doubt 
remember Peter MacFariane, the proprietor in 
ante-fire days of an ale and wine vault on La 
Salle street, near Lake, The place was largely 
patronized by the business community,as the 
corner of those two thoroughfares was then the 
business centre of the city,and Peter was very 
well known and respected. A short time 
before the fire he tired of the 
business, and having accumulated a consider- 
able fortune, sold out the vault, and suddenly 
left for the City of Montreal, where his 
brother and other relatives resided.

His two sisters swore to having seen 
Peter append his signature to the 
note, and the only way the 
executor could overcome the weight of their 
combined testimony was by attacking Hender- 
son's character. He is or bas been a saloon- 
keeper in this city, and one of the main points 
urged against his claim was that he had some 
years before attempted to enforce and collect a 
similar claim against the estate of Mr. Lill, the 
brewer, and that his viaim had been pronounéed 
a forgery and thrown out of the courts in tbis 
city.

HE CROPS. 


Reports of the Agricultural Depart- 
ment at Washington. 

Wasnineton, D. C., July 19.—The com- 
pleted report of the Department of Agri- 
culture on the condition of thecrops for July 
shows there is an increased area of potatoes 
in nearly every State and Territory, the nat- 
ural effect of the high price. This increase 
amounts to about 7 per cent. The condition 
is also high, falling little short of 100 any- 
where and averaging 102. 

There is an increase in breadth of sweet 
potatoes, especially in the Southern States 
west of the Mississippi. The condition is 
high south and west of South Carolina, but 

not up to the average in any Atlantic State 
north of South Carolina. 

The acr of tobacco is nearly the same 
as in 1881. he condition is high in Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee, and North Carolina, but 
below the average in the Connecticut Valley, 
Maryland, and Virginia. 

In sorghum there is some increase of area 
in the South, a small decrease north of the 
Ohio, with a small advance west of the Mis- 
souri. The condition is somewhat below the 
average generally, except in the Southern 
States. - 

Apples and peaches will be fairly abundant. 
The Delaware and Maryland crop of peaches 
may exceed 4,000,000 baskets. A medium 
crop will be gathered in the Michigan, IIIi- 
nois, and Missouri peach regions. ‘The con- 
dition of the fruit is better west of the Miss- 
issippi than in the Ohio valley. As usual, 
there is great local variation in condition.

Another Consideration of Rates 
to Omaha and Kansas 


 , City. 


Annual Report of the Missouri Com- 
missioners—Mileage in That 
State. 


Meeting of the Managers of Missouri 
River Roads to Consider Council 
Buffs, Omaha, and Kansas City Rates. 
A meeting ot the General Managers and 

General Freight Agents of the roads lead- 

ing to Council Bluffs and other Missouri 

River points was held yesterday at Commis- 

sioner Daniels’ office for the purpose of con- 

sidering rates ta points east and west of the 

Missouri River. Heretofore the rates to 

Omaha were higher than to Coyncil Bluffs, 

on account of the bridge toll being added. 

Since the completion of the Missouri Pacific 

Road to Omaha the latter has made the 

same rates to Omaha as the roads running 

to Counell Biuffs made to the latter 
point. This, of course, caused much 
complaint on the part of the Omaha ship- 
pore who did business with the Chicago 

ines. ‘Lhey claimed that they were not able 
to compete with Council Bluffs shippers on 
west-bound busivess. To settle this matter 
and also to take action regarding the prop- 
osition to make Kansas City rates the same 
as the rates to Omaha was the principal topic 
of discussion. 

The following roads were represented at 
the meeting: Northwestern, burlington 
Alton, Rock Island, Missouri Pacific, and 
Wabash. 

None of those present seemed to be well 

sted regarding the actual state of affairs. 

| ce claimed that the Omaha Bridge Com- 
pany had lately issued a schedule of new 
rates, but no notice had been siyen to any of 
the roads of such a change. There was a 
general feeling that the merchants of Coun- 
cil Bluffs other points on the east side of 
the Missouri River should be placed on the 
same basis as those in the cities on the west 
side, and they alsu thought that the Kansas 
City and Omaha rates should be made alike. 
But sufficient facts upou which to defi- 
nit action were not on hand, and it was there- 
fore agreed to refer the matter to the Gener- 
al Freight Agents of the various roads for 
further consideration, and an adjournment 
was then had. 

During the afternoon the General Freight 
Agents met at Commissioner Midgley’s of- 
fice and had along discussion regarding the 
subjects referred to them, but no definit re- 
sult was reached. 


A Temporary Truce in the War on Kau- 
sas City Rates from Cleyeland and ro- 
ledo. 

A meeting of General Managers and Gen- 
eral Passenger Agents of roads interested in 
the passenger business west from Cleveland 
and Toledo was held yesterday at the Grand 
Pacitic Hotel for the purpose of making an- 
othen attempt to stop the cutting 
of. rates to Kansas City from 
those points, which, it is charged, 
has been going on for some time past and is 
greatly demoralizing tae business. There 
were present W. P. Johnson, Lake Shore; 
O. B. Skinner, Cleveland, Columbus, Cin- 
cinnati & Indianapolis; C. H, Chappell and 
James Charlton, Alton; E. II. Waldron and 
G. W. Smith, Lake Erie & Western; and 
II. C. Townsend, Wabash. It was claimed 
that as long as the large block of tickets sold 
to a Cleveland ticket broker during the fight 
between the Wabash and Alton about two 
years ago remained out, so long rates could 
not be well maintained. Mr. Waldron, of 
the Lake Erie & Western, states 
these tickets cut no figure at all in 
the present fight, as but very 
few of them had come into the 
anarket. He said his road could not redeem 
the tickets, as it had used the money obtain- 
ed for the same. The Lake Erie & Western 
also refused to abolish its offices at Cleveland 
and ‘Toledo, as by doing sa it would lose 
much of the business to which it was enti- 
tled. Mr. Waldron, however, agreed to 
maintain the rates from those points until 
the question of differential rates claimed by 
his road had been decided. He also agreed 
to maintain the rates from Buffalo, provided 
the New York, Pennsylvania & Ohio, and 
other competing roads would do the same. 
Owing to the absence of several of the 
parties interested in this matter, 
no understanding could be reached 
and it was agreed finally to 
hold another meeting next week. in 
New York and try to settle the difficulties. 
Until that meeting has considered the matter, 
all the roads present at this meeting agree to 
maintain the tariff rates.

The Humiston & Shenandoah BRallroad 
to Be Completed Sept. 1. 

Nr. F. O. Wyatt, General Manager of the 

Humiston & Shenandoah Railroad, was in 

the city yesterday. He says the road will be 


completed and opened for business about 


Sept. 1, 1882. The road runs from Humiston, 
Ia., to Shenandoah, Ia., and is being built 
jointly by the Burlington and Wabash Rail- 
roads. It will give the former an additional 
line through lowa to Pacific Junetion, and to 
the latter a more direct line from Chicago to 
Ceuncil Bluffs than it now has. It was cal- 
culated to have the new road ready for busi- 
ness about July 1, ＋ owing to frequent 
rains and heavier work than was anticipated, 
its cee has been delayed.

DUST TO DUST. 


The Body of Mrs. Abraham Lin- 
coln Consigned to the 
Tomb. 


Impressive Religious Services at 
the Church and at the 
Grave. 


The Solemn Ceremonies Attended 
by a Great Throng of Sor- 
rowing Friends. 


Business in Springfield Entirely Suspended 
and Evidences of Grief on 
Every Hand.

SPRINGFIELD, III., July 19.—Today the last 


mortal remains of Mrs. Abraham Lincoln 


were followed to the tomb by the sorrowing 
rélatives and a large concourse of people of 
this and other cities. Many friends and ac- 
quaintances came from a distance to pay 
their last respects to the memory of the de- 
parted lady. ‘The scene at the residence of 
the Hon. Ninian W. Edwards this morning 
was an affecting one to those who were pres- 
ent. Inthe north double parlor lay the re- 
mains of Mrs. Lincoln. Around about it were 
scattered floral emblems breathing forth faint 
odors, which betokened the esteem and love 
of many kind friends who thus testified to 
their sorrow and remembrance.’ Seated about 
the room were neighbors and intimate friends 
of the family,who had come for a last look at 
the face of her whom they had long known, 
and in an adjoining room were grouped the 
family of Mr. Edwards and the immediate 
relatives, clad in garments of mourning and 
prepared to follow the lost loved one to the 
cemetery. There was

which was exposed tosight of the favored 
few. It was as calm and peaceful in the re- 
pose of death as that‘of any infant, and tne 
faint semblance of a smile which one could 
but imagine played about the lips and seemed 
to indicate the delight of the soul, now hap- 
pily released from its torturing prison, at its 
freedom from earthly care and suffering. 
The hands were folded across the now quiet 
and untroubled breast, One finger was en- 
circled by the bond of love placed there forty 
years ago by Abraham Lincoln when. they 
were married in the same room and almost 
on the ‘same spot where the coffin 
stood this morning. After all who wished 
had been allowed an opportunity of taking 
a last farewell look, he- casket was closed 
and prepared for removal to the church. 
When closed the casket presented a plain 
and unpretentious appearance, rich and 
handsome, but without suggestion of osten- 


‘tations display, as was fitting it should look 


out of respect to the plain and modest wom- 
an whose body it concealed and protected. 
It was merely 
A PLAIN BUT SUBSTANTIAL COFFIN 
of wood covered with black velvet, with almost 
no relief. The handiés were massive bars of 
gilt, attached to the wood by large plates of 
oxidized siiver, and were thus strong because 
of the heavy lining of lead which the casket 
contained. For more than an hour before 
the arrival of the cortége the doors of the 
First Presbyterian Church were surrounded 
with a throng of ple anxious to gain ad- 
mittance, and the large é¢difice was complete- 
ly filled. Several rows of seats which had 
been reserved were filled by the mourners, 
friends, State officers, and others. The body 
was placed at the footof the altar by Gov. 
S. M. Cullom, Judge 8, H. Treat, the Hon. 
Milton — * the Hon. James C. Conkling, 
Col. John Williams, Gen. John A. McCler- 
nand, the Hon. J. A. Jones, Capt. J. S. Brad- 
ford, and the Hon. Jacob Bunn, friends of 
the family and of the deceased. On the lid 
of the casket lay a beautiful white cross con- 
taining a le snow;white lily. The altar 
was gracefu y Graper with folds of black, 
mak asombre ground, against which the 
white flowers were grouped. Between the 
casket and the altar stood a magnificent de- 
sign in white flowers about three feet in 
hight, which was a representation in Nat- 
ure’s blossoms of the 
“ PEARLY GATES AJAR,” 
through which the spirit of the now lifeless 
clay has winged its way to join that of its 
loving mate gone years before to the heav- 
enly rest. his idea was beautifully sug- 
roster by a bust of Lincoln, which was visi- 
le through the open gates, draped with 
fresh green, just in front of the black and 
gloomy altar. On the right stood a floral 
cross and anchor five feet in hight, sur- 
mounted by a cross and crown. These two 
designs, with an opén book made of carna- 
tions with the words “Mary Lincoln” in 
ferget-me-nots, on open pages, 
an a large floral pillow with 
the Inscription, From the citizens of Spring- 
feld,“ were the loving offering of the people 
of this city. The designs were very beauti- 
ful. In addition ta magnificent trib- 
utes were others less elaborate but none the 
less handsome, fully expressing the regard 
of the donors. At the foot of the casket was 
a broken column, on which perched a snow- 
white dove. Anotherof the handsome de- 
signs was a snowy pillow, on which appeared 
in purple letters Lincoln,” and above ita 
star and crescent. Scattered about on 
numerous tables were many other beautiful 
conceptions of buds and flowersin great pro- 
fusion and variety. a 
THE SERVICES 
began with an anthem by the choir, com- 
sed of Mrs. T. C. Henkle, Miss Carrie Cul- 
om, Mr. Fred Fisher, and Mr. Will L. 
Grimsley. The Rev. R. O. Post, pastor of 
the First Congregational Church, read a 
Scriptural passage and offered prayer. 
‘“* Nearer, My God, to Thee“ was then sung 
by the choir, and the sermon, by the Rev. 
James A. Reed, pastor of the First Presbyte- 
rian Church, followed. The sermon was 
largely biographical, and was a just tribute 
to the memory of the unfortunate lady. 
The portion relating to the ancest 
history of Mrs. Lincoln cont&ined the same 
tacts which were published in Tue CMCSAGO 
tIBUNE today. In introducing his 
subject Mr. Reed drew a comparison in 
which the life and career of Abraham Lin- 
coln and his now dec spouse were con- 
trasted with the growth and decay of two 
ines which he had observed standing side 
side on a rocky ledge in the Allegheny 
ountains.

Tribute to the Dead’ from Mrs. Jane 
Grey Swisshelm. 
To the Editor of Thé Vhicago Tribwne, 

SwiIssDALE, Pa., July 17.—Today brings 
the sad, glad tidings that Mrs. Abraham Lin- 
coln has passed from ‘that darkness which 
had fallen upon her path through this life, 
out into the light and joy of that life toward 
which her vision has so long been strained. 

Years ago she held my hands in a close, 
warni clasp—such a clasp as only a true 
heart can inspire—and, looking into my eyes, 
said: ’ 

“Ah, my dear friend, you will rejoice 
when you know that I have gone to my hus- 
band and children!“ 

I have mourned with her often, and why 
should I not rejoice with her now? But that 
rejoicing must be full of sorrow, and tears, 
and self-reproach had not. made the 
effort necessary to see her again in this life. 

I want to write of her as a historical char- 
acter—as one to whom the people of this 
country owe a great reparation,-but can only 


‘think of her as a most afiectionate, faithful 


friend. Yetshe was the inspiration of her 
husband's political career. It was she who 
1 up the steep 
here hangs the noblest crown 
Honor may gain or virtue keep— 
An honest man's renown. 

In statesmanship she was farther-sighted 
than he—was more radically opposed to 
slavery, and urged him to Emancipation, as 
amatter of right, long before he saw it asa 
matter of necessity. 

She opposed the appointment ot Seward 
to a Cabinet place because she believed him 
to be a temporizer, and that his pride and 
disappointment would prevent any zeal in 
making the Administration successful. Her 
sympathies were with the radical Abolition- 
ists from first to lust of the War of the Re- 
bellion: and it was simply as an Abolitionist 
that she honored me with her friendship and 
confidence at a time when she held the 

rotidest social position in the world, and I 

ad not the means to get a second dress. She 
must have known I waspoor; but nothing in 
our intercourse ever reminded me that my $10 
must go as far as her $1,000; and the ground 
of her friendship was my sympathy with her 
husband. I never knew a woman who more 
completely merged herself in her husband. 
Whatever aid or counsel she gave him, in 
ber eyes his acts were his own, and she never 
sought any of the credit. due to them. 

I think she was nevér entirely sane after 
the shock of his murder; but on most sub- 
jects her mind was perfectly clear. It was 
sad, after talking with her an hour on the 
political issues of the past and present, and 
no her intimate knowledge of events and 
intuitive perception of their bearings, to 
have her suddenly turn aside to some de- 
scription of her own. physical condition, 
which showed that her reason was for the 
moment all clouded, hef mind all dark. 

She naturally had a share of the gen- 
eral love of persunal adornment; = would 
have joined a society. pledged use no 
foreign dress goods, laces, or ornaments, 
during the War, if Mr. Lincoln and his Sec- 
retary of the Treasury had not condemned 
the project, declaring that the Government 
needed the revenue counting from the importa- 
tion of these luxuries. They thus e the 
wearing of rich clothing a patriotic duty ; — 
this decision agreeing with her tastes 
opportunities, she, as matter of course, be- 
came noted for costly apparel; and this, in 
turn, made her an object of envy and re- 
proach to those who were unable to com- 
pete with her.

With all her love of beautiful garments, 
and the cultivation of that love as a patriotic 
duty, no woman ever sustained the dignity 
of widowhood by more appropriate demean- 
or. Only once did she lay aside her heavy 
weeds, and this at the earnest entreaty of 
her son Tod, on the occasion of his birthday, 
when she wore a plain black silk dress; but 
never again could be induced to put off her 
mourning, which was the external emblem 
* neurable grief. 

he last tinre I saw her we spent an hour 
looking over Charles Sumner’s letters to her; 
and she gave me one as a memento of him 
and herself. Throughout her husband’s Ad- 
ministration Sumner was her chosen friend; 
and this fact alone answers all the slanders 
that have ever been spoken or printed of her 
sympathy with the South and unfaithfuiness 


to the Unioncause. Letthe people of this 


land hasten to do tardy justice to this mourn- 
ing widow, this doubly-bereaved mother, 
whose mortal remains are laid in a Nation’s 
tomb, and whose spirit has gone to rejoin 
those whose loss broke down her strong 
reason.

PEACHES. 


A Fine Prospect of a Good Crop 
from the State of Wich- 


igan. 
Shipments of 190,000 Bushels from 


South Haven and Vicinity 
Promised. 


The Profits of the Fruit and Berry Oult- 
ure— The Dreaded Tel- 
lows.” 


It bas already been shown by THz Tribune 
that Chicago, in addition to tts reputation as a 
distributing point for meats, corn, wheat, and 
the necessities of life, had achieved a great rep- 
utation asa market for fruits and vegetables 
which represent. in part, life’s luxuries. The 
latter, of course, follow the former, but as aot 
80 much attention has been paid to fruits, Tun 
TRIBUNE has judged it wise to devote time and 
space to that subject. The most prominent and 
most delicious fruit in this market is the peach. 
It is standard, and furnishes the dest 
index of the interests involved in the fruit 
business. Its relation to the ordinary fruits is 
about the same as that which wheat sustains to 
other grains. There is just the difference that 
the peach speaks direct to the consumer, while 
wheat is only known to him as flour or bread. 
There is more money, too, to be made for all 
parties in fruit thanin grain. It was with this 
idea that it has been deemed wise to present in 
advance of the crop a good, general, reliable 
idea of the probable yield of peaches in the 
section of country immediately tributary to 
Chicago. 
as shown in the columns of this paper a week 
ago, the crop of peaches in Southern Lilinois 
may be set down as neurly or quite a total fail- 
ure.

A DEADLY TOY. 


The Little Pistol and Box of 
Caps Which Are Sold 
for a Dime. 
Fifteen Fatal Cases of Lockjaw 
in Chicago in TW 
Weeks. ä 


The Wounds Caused by the Exploding 
Cartridges and Percussion 
Waters. 


Medical Science Ignorant of the Causes 
Producing Such Deadly 
Results. 


Sale Be Prohibited.

For the past two weeks the local and tele- 
graphic columns of THe TRIBUNE have bristled 
with paragraphs setting forth how Johnny 
Blank, aged anywhere from 7 to 17 years, had 
died from tetanus (iockjaw) oceasioned by a 
wound from a toy-pistol. Never before has the 
mortality from this cause assumed such propor- 
tions, and as the number of deaths directly trace- 
able to the toy-pistol has increased so rapidly, 
the matter was considered worth looking vp. 
Ohicago counts very nearly a score of victims 
since the Fourth of July, and in every casejdeath 
has resulted from tetanus. Believ- 
ing that there must exist some 
special reason to explain the peculiarly deadiy 
action of the toy-pistol, a reporter of Taz TRiB- 
UNE spent a couple of days investigating the 
reported cases and interviewing officials and 
others who could throw light upon the question 

The first person spoken witb was a physician 
whose experience in nervous diseases is un- 
equailed in Chicago. In response to the in- 
quiries made the Doctor said that he had no- 
ticed the astounding increase of cases of tetanus 
as reported, but mone of them dad 
come under his personal observation. Te- 
‘tanus had hitherto generally been con- 
sidered as a rare disease, much the 
same as hydrophobia, and the death of a person 
from lockjaw furnisned matter for neighbor- 
hood conversation for months. But now it 
seemed that in Chicago, St. Louis, Cincinnati, 
and other cities the deaths from tetanus must 
be counted by the dozen, and he was inclined 
to think that the indudcive canditions must have 

MULTIPLIED VERY EXTENSIVELY. 
Tetanus, said the physician, is purely a nervous 
disease. There is pothing of biood-poisoning 
about these cases. It appears that boys sustain 
injuries of the most trivial character from toy- 
pistols. The wounds are hardiy more than 
scratches and little or no attention is paid to 
them at the time. In a few days alarming symp- 
toms are developed, and in two weeks at the 
most the boy dies. Sometimes the course of the 
disease is much more ;apid, and four or five 
days will cover it. 

“ Why is it, Doctor,“ said the reporter, that 
the toy-pistol has broke loose to such an ex- 
tent this year, and that the deaths are all re- 
corded as arising from tetanus?’ 

“Toy-pistols have been used much more with- 
in the past year or two than ever before. Prac- 
tically they are a recent inven@on, and as they 
are cheap and make a mendous amount of 
noise they are popular. They can 
be used to fire either blank cartridges 
or paper caps, and I really do not know which of 
these is the most deadly. Here is a point which 
you probably (and the public generally) do not 
recognize. The danger of tetanus bears no pro- 
portion whatever to the maguitude of the 
wound. X person may sustain a compound, 
comminnted fracture, say of the ankles and 
tetanus will never be developed. On the other 
hand, a child may receive a scratch so minute 
that its mother will not even consider the appli- 
cation of a piece of court-piaster as necessary, 
yet tetanus will follow.“ 

“Is it the fact that the cartridges contain 
some poisonous matter which causes tetanus?” 

“As Ihave said, I Dae not had a case in my 
practice, and am ignorant as to the constituents 
of the cartridges. Judging from whati have 
read, I should say that curtridges or wafers 

CONTAIN A MERCURIAL SALT. 
Such salts are poisonous, and a very small quan- 
tity wil do the misonief. To induce tetanus 
two things are required. There must be acon- 
dition of nervous irritability and a wound. 
Many have said that tetanus can be produced 
without a wound, but this is not so. recog - 
nize two forms of the disease, toxic and 
traumatic tetanus. The first refers simply to 
poison. People who Have taken strychnine in 
overdose die of tetands traumatic. Tetanus 
means lockjaw resulting from a wound, and I 
say it cannot occur unless there is a wound. It 
may be only a scratch ora cut which you would 
never notice, but it must be there. In cases of 
strychnine poising the hands are always in- 
volved, and are rigid. In traumatic tetanus the 
— are flexible even up to tne moment of 
death. Tell me whether the hands were fiexibie 
or not in these cases and I will tell you 
whether or not death resulted from toxic teta- 
nus. That is, I will tell you whether or not it 
was a nwhich caused lockjaw. A rusty 
naij (poisonous), a piece of glass, even a scratch 

a brass pin, may induce tetanus where the 
condition of nervous irritability exists. That 
condition is aggravated in hot and damp 
weather. Tetanus is far more prevalent iu the 
tropics than in this latitude.“ 

Acting on a suggestion made by this 
physician the reporter pbtained some sam- 
ples of the littie per wafers which 
are used in the toy pistols and also in some of 
the blank cartridges. These were submitted to 
competent 188 for analysis. As to the paper 
wafers Dr. T. D. Williams ~«

Mr. John Gillespie, who is 
standard authority on all matters relating to

waters, and the blank cartridges. The wafers 
he pro need harmiess. The cartridges, he 
said, contained nothing but cheap rifle powder. 

O powder was same cartridges 
could be fired from an ordinary revolver without 
the slightest risk. They are of about 22-calibre 
and are capped with a thick paper wad. 
But when Mr. Gillespie was shown all 
pistol he said that the only wondor was that the 
victims were not counted by bundreds instead 
of dozens.

The 
only words of warning from anxious parents 
were: Look out there for your eyes.“ as it was 
feared a flying fragment of the cap might enter 
that organ and destroy the sight. 

None of the medicai books or magazines con- 
tains any record of any of these cases, which 
have been steadily increasing in number since 
the invention of the accursed toy, and it would 
seem that none of the physicians who had been 
called in to attend the cases has thought it 
worth while to give them a searching investiga- 
non. Even had they done so and were unable to 
arrive at any conclusion, yet a comparison of 
notes might make someof the points clearer 
and add just so much more to the world’s 
knowjedge of practical medicine. It is, how- 
ever, not improbable that some steps will be 
taken in the near future to solve the problem 
by experimenting with the cartridges and 
wafors on the lower animals. 

Last evening a reporter endeavored to ascer - 
tain the facts in the case of some of the victims 
mentioned «bove, but was only moderately suc- 
cessful in one. The doctor who attended bim 
deciined to be interviewed on the subject, and 
the information obtained was trom the relatives. 

Albert Fuchs, aged 18 years, the son of a 
widow, residing at No. 223 Van Buren street, 
died of loc on the moruing of the lith inst., 
from the effects of a burn receiyed from the 

remature explosion of a toy pistol. The little 
‘ellow was using blank cartridges in a Single- 
barreled pistol about 9 o'clock on the morning 
ot the Fourth of July. He was loading the Mp ay — 
and had his band on the trigger. when a boy 
came along and pushed bis arm, causing him to 
let go of the hammer, which reaulted in a prema- 
ture explosion of the cartridge, a portion of 
which passed . the fleshy part of his left 
hand near the thumb. He felt no evil effects from 
it until the following Suaday evening, when he 
sat down tosupper. He was then unable to eat 
bis bread, and be so informed his sister, who was 
sitting next to him. His mother toid him to go 
to a doctor at once, and Dr. Wills was sum- 
moned. He gave some medicine at the time, 
and visited the patient regularly several times 
a day and night until he died Tuesday morning. 
The chiid became perfectly rigid, and remained 
conscious until within two hours of his death, 
realizing on Monday that he was go to die. 
The jaws at times relaxed somewhat, but never 
sufficiently to atlow him to partake of any food 
save a little liquid. .

GRAIN GAMBLING. 


Another Scheme for Catching the Un- 
wary Granger. 


occasion to notice the dotingsof an alleged com- 
mission firm doing business in the bucket-shops, 
which was flooding the country with circulars 
descriptive of the immense profits to be made. 
Now comes another house which apparently acts 
on the same plan. G. W. Kumbie and Wilson 
T. Soule are two puDlic-spirited men who 
are anxious to bénefit their fellow-men. 
They therefore organized in August, 
1881, a concern known as the American 
Grain Company, which was incorporated last 
April—possibly on All Fools’ Day—with a cap- 
ital of $250,000, divided up into shares of $25 
each. This company was organized especially 
to allow small investors an opportunity of get- 
ting suddenly and violently rich through the 
kind mediation of Measrs. Rumble & Soule. In 
spite of the fact that the concern guarantees “ 
per cent annually the managers feel impelled to 
tlood the country with circulars asking for pur- 
cbasers of shares. The June dividend, they 
say, was 5 per cent, which would be at 
the rate of 60 per cent per annum. They 
say also that as soon as circumstances are fa- 
vorable large transactions will be made and 
then sharehuiders may expect large dividends 
of 300 to 3,000 per cent. The circularis delight- 
fully reticent as to what these circumstances 
are or when they will come off, although it does 
assure the atockholders that they may occur 
at any time.“ 

The remarks already applied to another con- 
cern of the same stamp apply equaily to this. 
The managers may be perfectly honest in their 
dealings, and they may. although it is not prob- 
able, earn the large dividends they claim, but 
is not one which commends 
itself to intelligent investors. Opera- 
tions solely on. the tluctuations 
in the market are illegal and dangerous, and the 
bucket- shops mar more fortunes than they make. 
Operations in the — 17 way are risky enough, 
but money inves in grain “companies” is 
generally lost with striking regularity. There 
are commission houses in this city operating in 
the usual manner on the Regular Board of 
Trade who would never dare to guarantee 24 
me cent profit per aunum, as do T. Soule & 

. That fact is in itself suspicious. The 
business is at best precarious, and concerns 
which guarantee such large protits will de 
avoided. They may be honest, but are too 
sanguine to be successful.

| Stocks Opened Strong and Closed 


with a Reaction. 


Thousands of Stop Orders Put in the 
Market by the Bulls. 


But Provisions Closed Tame—A Material Re- 
duction in the Receipts of Hogs 
and Grain. 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks were strong at the opening, and con- 
tinued to be active at generally advancing quo- 
tations till near the ciose, when there was a 
slight reaction. Brokers reported business 
good. The public are buying with an unaccus- 
tomed freedom. Very few Western operators 
are selling short, but New York advices state 
that some heavy saies have been made there by 
the bears. Towards the close of business there 
were some realizing saies by insiders. Talk of 
the expected reaction is growing more common, 
and it seems as if the bulls themselves would 
not be satisfied if there were none. Thousands 
of stop orders are said to have been placed 
by the bulls behind the advancing stocks, and 
these the manipulators mean to shake out if 
possible. Several attempts have been made to 
create a reaction, but they have failed on ac- 
count of the eagerness to buy anything offered 
at a concession. 

The selling in the afternoon was largely by the 
room traders, who probabiy put outa short in- 
terest of 50,000shares. A prominent Broadway 
house not noted for its prescience in stock spec- 
ulation of late was advising its customers that 
it was time for & reaction. All stocks offered, 
however, are being taken by strong parties, and 
as soon as the pressure is taken off the buils be- 
heve the market will move sharply upward 
again. Promipent operators among them claim 
that there is room for an advance of more than 
20 points on account of the great crops. 

Wabash earnings for the second week of July 
were $354,256—an increase of $86,104. 

Northern Pacific preferred was sold by some 
operators and Oregon & Transcontinéntal bought 
in ite place. 

The anvuouncement that the Directors of 
Louisvilie & Nashville had resolved to “ pass 
the dividend sent the stock down from 72% to 
69. 

The Vanderbilt stocks were again strong and 
active. 

Lake Erie & Western. was again very active, 
and sold up rapidly during the early part of the 
day ona report that arrangements had been 
made with Drexel, Morgan & Co., for extending 
their third-mortgage bonds now near maturity 
inta a 4% per cent bond, 

St. Paul & Omaha earned for the first half of 
the present year $413,676 against $200,278 for the 
same period last year. These earnings are at 
the rate of 8% per cent on the preferred stock 
per annum, and do not inclade the income from 
the company’s elevators or land, which was 
$340,000 for the first six months of last year. 

The enactment by Congress of a law against 
the overcertification of checks has ied to a plan 
for the establishment of a clearing-house for 
stocks, The founders of it propose; in the lau- 
guage of one of them, “to take four banks near 
the Stock Exchange and piace in them say 
three or four active stocks for a beginning, nam- 
ing a price at which they are to be cleared and the 
hour, say 2:15 p.m. We will strike a balance by 
having all the clearing-sheets sent into one bank, 
and if any violent changes take place before 3 
o'clock let the brokers adjust with tickets, as 
is pow done with the lending and borrowing of 
stocks. We propose to add to each bank as the 
clearances work smoothly other stocks until all 
the active ones on the list are inciuded. Ifa 
private deal is desired the managers can do 
their trading as usual, ex clearmg- house, but 
the large bulk of the business of the exchange 
can be done by our method, and as the business 
is to be done by four banks, no set of men can 
ascertain what others are doing. I hope that 
the Stock Exchange will meet us in the matter, 
and do away with the necessity of certification 
of checks. It can only be done by the codpera- 
tion of that body, ana I hope they will appoint 
a committee to suggest a plan by which it may 
be accomplished. The Wall Street Bank will be- 
gin its first clearances next week, and we hope 
that the system of a regular clearing-house will 
follow.” 

The Evening Post says there bas not been such 
a positive “bull” movement for a year and 
u half as now exists, and considering the 
pertinent facts affecting prices, such as 
the enormous fall in prices for twelve 
months; (2) the great crops already secured 
and fair promise for those not ready to 
gather; (3) the certainty that there will be a 
good foreign market for our exportable surplus, 
which the turn of events in Egypt may make 
the best for many years; (4) the restoration of 
rates by the leading railroads and the harmo- 
nious relations established between them; and 
(5) the enormous immigration and development 
of new country. Considering all these things, 
itis not strange that the prevailing sentiment 
respecting the coming year's business should 
be what itis. The only danger is that specula- 
tion will before it is ended overreach itself. 
Thus far, however, there has been reason onl y 
for such reacuons as the comparatively limited 
sraneactions of a few speculators would war- 
rant. 

Kiernan’s News Letter said Tuesday’s market 
developed some feverishness. Buying continued 
good. but orders were on small lots and occa- 
sionally diminished. At such times cliques 
seemed to withdraw orders until tone recovered. 
Realizing was beavy aliday. There was some 
seiling in anticipation of a decline in the market 
upon the passing of the Louisville & Nashville 
dividend. Room traders put out short stock and 
manifested a disposition to hammer. Foreign 
buying was good. There wasa good borrowing 
demand for Denver, Louisville & Nashville. and 
Jersey Central, and a fair demand for Missouri 
Pacificand Lake Shore. Cliques have sold 
enormously. They may buy back their stocks at 
bigher prices, but it docs not seem probable. 
They will be giad to buy at a decline, and this 
makes the market apurcbase on reactions. Half 
a dozen of the largest commission houses seemed 
to get new light on the market. They agreed 
that the rushing advance was probaby over and 
that henceforth small reactions occurring fre- 
quently were to be expected. They looked for a 
rising market for twenty or thirty days, but dia 
not expect the movement to be unbroken by re- 
actions. 

The room traders were generally quite bear- 
ish, and they insisted that the market looked 
tired. They argued that never before was there 
so great a boom at this time of the year with so 
little foundation for it, and they insisted that in 
consequence stocks bad already begun to pass 
frow strong hands intoweakerones. This party 
also said the selling all day had been infinitly 
better than the buving, and insinuated that the 
coal shares were bid up to sell the remainder of 
the market on. 

The Northern Pacific Railroad earnings the 
second week in July were $151,700, increase 650. 
940. Total earnings from Jan. 1, $2,806,941; in- 
crease, $1,414,187. 

At Long Brauch some of the most conserva- 
tive speculators said that they believed that the 
general stock list was liable to have a reaction 
very speedily, but they would not counsel short 
sales because the present great move of the 
market was almost phenomenal, and, there- 
fore, difficult to measure. The  buils 
on Erie predict a further great advance 
and claim that the parties in the present move - 
ment are amohg the strongest and must power- 
ful here and in London. Durkee predicts that 
the common will sell at 65 this fall.

the inspection list was posted, showing a markea 
falling off in our receipts of grain, while the re- 
ceipts of hogs were again small. A good many 
people saw,or thought they saw, that lower prices 

are a discourageament to sellers of the actual 
property, and they thought the same rule would 
be a good ore in the case of * wind. Hence they 
were disposed to secure the profit on short sales 
made at higher prices and less anxious to put 
out additional shorts at the lower prices.

THE CARTER MURDER. 


Inquest on the Victim — McLaughlin 
Held to the Grand Jury without 
Hall. 

Late yesterday afternoon an inquest was held 
at the place which, in Chicago, passes for a 
morgue, in the case of John Carter, the machinist 
who was kicked to death on Clinton street Tues- 
flay night by young Tom McLaughiin. All the 
new facts brougnt out at the inquest — made 
the murder appear so much the more brutal. 
The prisoner, who was represented at the in- 
quest by Mr. James Van Buren, appeared very 
nervous and excited during the examination of 
the different witnesses. His wife, carry- 
ing a %months-oid babe in her arms, 
was also resent, but did not seem 
particularly downhearted. She laughed and 
chatted with other women while standing out in 
frout of the morgue, tossing her tittle ove up and 
down in the sun. The post-mortem made on the 
body of the murdered man by Dr. Bluthardt 
showed that death bad been caused by a blow on 
the left side of the neck back of the left ear, 
disiocating the neck, rupturing a large biood 
vessel, causing paralysis, and hemorrhage. In-

There was very little demand yesterday by 
shippers of grain for vessel-room to Lake Erie 
ports, and rates were weak at IN cents a bushel 
on corn to Buffalo. The steamer lines will not 
carry for less than two cents, and their vesseis 
when reported as enguged receive that figure. 
Owners of sail vesseis, however, persist in put- 
ting in their vessels at anything they can get. 
The demand for vessels to carry wheat to lower 
Canadian ports is extremely good, and rates ad- 
vanced yesterday to six cents a bushel 
to Kingston, at which figure every- 
thing available was taken. Six cents 
a bushel on wheat to Kingston and 
$1.40 per ton on coal from Oswego to this port 
are the best rates now prevailing, and vesselmen 
having craft suitable for the trade jump at the 
opportunity to charter them. The only danger 
to be apprehended at present is that the owners 
of many vessels now engaged in the lumber- 
carrying business will draw them out of that 
trade and put them on the market for grain 
cargoes to Lake Ontario ports, and thus glut the 
demand and cause a decline in carrying rates, 
just as was done some weeks ago when the rates 
reached three cents a bushel on corn to Buffalo. 
The following were the vessels chartered yes- 
terday:

The market for lu mber-carriors is completely 
demoralized, and there are no longer any quot- 
able rates to east shore ports, and until there are 
we shall discontinue our table of going rates for 
lumber and aiso coarse freights, as the latter are 
governed ina great degree by the activity or 
depression in the former trade.
